ſioning a Swelling and Inflamation of the 
Parts, the Ulcers. increaſing, are ſur- 
rounded with Calloſſities, denſe or hard, 
and abounds with a thick viſcid Pas, and 
frequently excites Ulcers of the ſame 
Kind in the Neighbouring Parts.

Where theſe Caſes happen, there fre- 


quently ſprings up upon the Face of the 
Glan, which is laid bare in the Paraphi- 
mois, or upon the Margin of the Prepuce,
